of the A.A.A., will be even more ef- 
fective than heretofore." 


"The walnut control board, which 


is the joint federal and industry 
body that each season determines 
the surplus that shall be taken from 
the domestic market, has again set 
that surplus at 30 per cent of the 
year's production. This means that 
there will be available for domestic 
sale some 630,000 bags of walnuts 
during the 1935 crop season—an in- 
crease of 17 per cent or approxi- 
mately 80,000 bags over the past 
year's consumption. 


POLICY OUTLINED 


"Despite the material improve- 


ment in retail food sales and gen- 
eral business in ti»» country, the 
association believes that the only 
way that 80,000 additional bags can 
be marketed in this country is to 
establish very attractive prices that 
will have unusual appeal to the dis- 
tributing trade and the consumer at 
a time when most other food prices 
and particularly the prices of other 
nuts are advancing. For example, it 
is expected that the opening prices 
of all Diamond large size walnut 
nuts will be so low as to permit a 
retail price of from 22 to 25 cents 
per pound, allowing at the same 
time a fair profit for both whole- 
saler and retailer. Other packs _ will 
be priced in proper proportion." 


While Valencia orange prices show- 


ed a small gain despite increased 
receipts at the eastern auction cen- 
ters last week, lemons made a sharp 
gain with decreased receipts. 


Valencias were up two cents for 


an average of $3.21 a box. Shipments 
increased 45 cars to 662 cars for the 
week. Lemons were up 74 cents a 
box for an average price of $4.92. 
Shipments decreased 16 cars to 107 
cars for the week. 


Larger sizes of lemons were in 
light supply and. it was on thi 
grade chiefly -that the-price in.ere;<s 
ed, according to the California Fniit 
Growers' Exchange. 


Prices of both oranges and lemons 


increased steadily thruout the week 
with oranges reaching their peak on 
the last day, while lemons showed a 
slight drop to end the period. 


This week's pro rata of shipments 


has been fixed by the growers' ad- 
visory committee of the California- 
Arizona citrus marketing agreemen' 
as follows: 1120 packed cars ot 
Valencias and 20 packed cars o: 
grapefruit.

against the county's $21,617, or seven 
per cent of the total cost. 


The cost to the city of Covina was 


$840, while the county's share of the 
cost was $1076.72, the report for 
1932-33 showed. 


Changes in the county charter so 


that in any consolidation of health 
administration the employees of any 
city or district so consolidated may 
be transferred into the county health 
department with full recognition of 
their health equipment of any city 
or district also would be provided 
for. 


Taxpayers of the city of Covina 


owned a bonded debt at June 30, 
1934, of $149,200, or $49.57 per capita 
of the population, according to a 
study of the bonded indebtedness of 
the city governments of California, 
recently published by the California 
Taxpayers' association. 


The city ranked fifty-second from 


the highest of all California cities in 
bonded indebtedness per capita, the 
association found. Payments by the 
city government on its bonded in- 
debtedness during the' fiscal year 
1933-34 amounted to $8,040 for inter- 
est and $9,100 for redemption. 


The ten cities having the highest 


per capita bonded debt were Ver- 
non, Newport Beach, Pasadena, Bev- 
erly Hills, Long Beach, Stockton, 
Avalon, Los Angeles, San Clemente, 
and Rialto.

A Growing Townsite in a 


Valley of Fruit and Flowers 


(Editor's Note—The following article, published in the Co- 


vina Argus, February 18, 1896, is reproduced on the eve of 
Covina's fifty-first anniversary, to furnish our readers with a 
mental glimpse of the enthusiasm and courage which charac- 
terized our citizens of forty years ago, who builded the founda- 
tions of a city and planted the groves which now surround it. 
How well and successfully they labored is evidenced by the 
material and social advantages we now enjoy). 


I 


Covina, situated as it is in one of 


the most fertile and sheltered spots 
of the San Gabriel valley, offers 
many inducements to people seek- 
ing a 
location for an ideal home, 


where they can live a retired and 
restful life or engage in the pleasant 
and profitable pursuit of fruit cul- 
ture. 


To the north, sheltering us from 


the heat of the Mojave desert, tow- 
ers the majestic and rugged peaks of 
the Sierra Madre range, forming 
with their over varying tints of sun- 
shine and shadow a scene of ever- 


i 
lasting beauty. 
At their feet the 
! sloping mesas are dotted with many 
j 
beautiful residences, the homes of 


f 
retired merchants, professional 
men 


and others, who are seeking in these 
serene and sheltered spots the rest 
which they have so deservedly earned 
by a life of energy and bustle in the 
business world. 


To tile south are the Puente hills, 


which, after the rains, are like one 
vast conservatory, where nestle Cal- 
ifornia poppies, 
those 
burnished 


cups of gold of the Spanish speak- 
ing race; the delicate purple hued 
brodiaecas; lovely pink and white 
gilias, clinging to the intertices of 
the rocks; the nodding mahogany- 
colored fritilarais, the always ad- 
mired Mariposa lilies, 
the

peony, the innocent baby eyes, pur- 
ple and white goditias, the golden 
butter cups, shooting stars of Dode-

The approaches to the town are

Lots may be bought at from $150 


to $250 per lot, according to size 
and location. Every advantage is 
offered to those who desire to build 
a home with large grounds, some 
of the lots being over one-third of 
an acre in size. 


Land with bearing orange, lemon 


and deciduous trees adjacent to the 
town can be had at from $350 to 
$600 per acre, according to the age 
of the trees and character and lay of 
the land. 


To the east and south of the 


Phillips tract, upon which the town 
is situated, there are several large 
tracts which before a great while 
will be subdivided and planted to 
citrus fruits.

marketed under the cooperative sys- 


m, the growers having incorporat- 


ed' under the name of the Covina 
Citrus association, with their chief 
office at Covina, and H. E. Chesebro 
as secretary and manager. 
They 


lave erected at a cost of $2000 one 
f the largest and most convenient 
packinghouses in San Gabriel valley, 
at a point on the Southern Pacific 
where the proposed extension of the 
Slsinore branch of the Santa Fe 
will cross their track, thus offering 
"acilities for shipping on both lines. 


Houser brothers, who are old resi- 


dents and owners of considerable 
areas of ranching lands in this vicin- 
ty, have also erected recently a 
large and convenient house, and are 
this year doing a large packing busi- 
ness for Porter brothers, and Chap- 
man brothers, who own a large 
ranch one mile northeast of the 
;own. 
Chapmans have built a pack- 


nghouse, 30x50, for the benefit of 
;heir own private use, the Southern 
Pacific having run a spur to the 
center of their orchard to facilitate 
shipping. 


Porter Bros. Co., who are ably re- 


presented here by A. J. Wilkins, a 
man who has devoted years to the 
study of the orange business both as 
regards handling and marketing, 
lave by their fair and square deal- 
ings established a reputation which 
secures for them a large proportion 
of the fruit handled outside of the 
exchange. 


Allen Bros., and the Earl Fruit 


Company also handle a proportion- 
ate share of the fruit. 


The Covina lemon crop is handled 


by the Azusa, Covina and Glendora 
Lemon 
Association, 
with 
curing 


house and head office in Glendora; 
but it is the intention of the local 
growers belonging to the association 
to build a packing and curing house 
at Covina in the near future, along 
the side of the Covina Citrus asso- 
ciation packing house, for the bene- 
fit of their mutual shipping. 


In times past the Covina lemon 


growers sold to jobbers at figures 
which the elastic conscience of these 
sharks would allow them to offer, 
which 
ultimately 
compelled 
the 


growers, for self preservation, to or- 
ganize for mutual protection, a step 
which they have never since regret- 
ed. Under the able management of 
J. W. Scott the organization has been 
steadily growing until it now in- 
cludes almost all the lemon growers 
of this locality.

where lemons are grown as a com- 
mercial product is the fruit grown 
so exempt from frost and insec 
jests; and although the majority o 
our orchards are yet young, thej 
were the source of a large revenue 
during the past year. The Covina 
district is noted for lemon culture 
and has a larger area put down to 
that industry, in proportion to its 
size, than any other portion of south- 
ern California. 


Our soil is especially adapted also 


to strawberry culture. The Covina 
strawberry has far more than a local 
reputation, as they are shipped in 
large quantities to San Francisco, 
Denver, Chicago, St. Louis, Cleve- 
land, and even New York, where 
they are always in demand at the 
highest market prices; our present 
railroad facilities enables us to place 
the strawberries on the distant mar- 
kets in first class condition. 


Large quantities of raspberries, 


blackberries, 
dewberries, 
melons, 


etc., are also grown for the Los An- 
geles, San Francisco, San Diego and 
other home markets. Olives are also 
an increasing crop and promise to 
become another important factor in 
the industries of this section. 


Some slight conception of the pro- 


ductiveness of our soil may be gain- 
ed from the following figures: 


J. O. Houser produced on his ten 


acres of four-year-old trees, 318 
boxes of navel oranges; he sold the 
iame for $861.75, while his actua 
cost of tending the same for the pas' 
ear was $42, leaving him a net profi 


of $819.75. When it is taken into 
consideration that these trees wil 
>ear four times that quantity of frui; 
at seven years of age, some sligh' 
dea of the profit to be made by or- 
ange culture is obtained when an 
orchard receives careful attention 
Oraage culture, like any other busi- 
ness, requires constant care and E 
practical knowledge of the busines 
:o make it a thorough success. 


Experience has taught that cer 


tain localities are better suited ti 
the culture of citrus fruits than

been very encouraging and growers 
of this valley have undoubtedly a 
prosperous future before them. 


The drying of deciduous fruit is 


also carried on to a considerable ex- 
tent during the season. Capitalists 
can find a good field in this valley 
for profitable investment in the erec- 
tion of a cannery. Money thus in- 
vested would be assured of hand- 
ome returns as there are hundreds 
f acres of young orchards of decid- 
ous fruit fast coming into bearing 
nd the area is being rapidly ex- 
ended. It is undoubtedly only a 
uestion of a short time before one 
vill be run on a cooperative plan if 
irivate capital should fail to seize 


others; that a warm soil and a dry 
frostless climate produces the bes 
fruit, and Covina has all of thes 
advantages. It is a well-known fac 
that oranges cannot be profitabl 
grown where the temperature, eve 
for one hour, falls below twenty-si 
degrees Fahrenheit, and we chal 
lenge the world to prove that the 
thermometer has ever, since the cul- 
ture of oranges has been commenced 
here, touched so low a point in this 
particular locality. This is a matter 
which is all-important to the suc- 
cessful and profitable cultivation of 
citrus fruits. Soil can be improved 
by fertilizing, water in most locali- 
ties can be developed by money, but 
climatic conditions are beyond the 
control of man and can be bought 
at no price. Our frostless condition 
is entirely due to our sheltered lo- 
cation, as the formation of our 
mountains protect us from the chilly 
blast of the canyons, which at times 
sweep over other portions less fa- 
vored than we are. 


Tomatoes, the most tender of 


vines, are loaded with their fruit 
every month in the year, and this 
industry is assuming large propor- 
tions, as a ready market is always

RAILROAD FACILITIES 


For several years prior to 1895, 
ome of our prominent

cials of the two great railroad sys-

the Southern. Pacific and the 


Santa Fe, Covina's claim for rail- 
road facilities, and furnished them at 
various times with statistics demon- 
strating that a road so built would 
at once become a paying institution, 
in the spring of 1895, through the 
strenuous and untiring efforts of J. 
H. Coolman and J. E. Clarke, a pro- 
position was made by the Southern 
Pacific offering to build such a road 
f the right-of-way was furnished. 
Largely through the 
efforts 
of 


these gentlemen, ably assisted by the 
moral and financial support of the 
citizens, such right-of-way was se- 
cured and the first train pulled into 
Covina on August 20, 1895, thus giv- 
ing this community its present dired 
communication with Los Angeles, 
via the Southern Pacific railroad. 


A large force of men are now 


working extending the 
Southern 


Pacific line, which has terminated 
Covina the past six months, to Po- 
mona, a distance of ten miles, where 
it will again join the main line. I' 
is the intention of this company to 
use this branch, from Bassett to Po- 
mona, a distance of eighteen miles, 
as their main line as it is consider- 
ably shorter and offers a far better 
grade than their old route.

WHY WE CELEBRATE 


Courage of Those Who Have Gone Before Made Possible 


the Perpetuation of Our Valley Orchards, 


and to Them We Owe Tribute

TFTHILE Covina city and valley is this week celebrating 


* the fifty-first anniversary of the founding of this town, 


it should be remembered that just fifty years ago the first 
citrus orchards were set out m southern California. 


Growth of Covina valley and the citrus industry have 


been inseparable. To the southwest of us a few miles the 
trend got started toward walnut orchards, and both have 
been responsible for the prosperity of the valley. Both 
have been good crops, as compared with other products 
of. the soil. What we have today in homes, schools, 
churches, highways, civic, fraternal and social organiza- 
tions and public utilities have come because of the steady 
income from citrus and walnut crops. We have had bad 
years, and at times a series of bad years, but over the fifty- 
year period the community has grown and prospered. 


There have been several critical periods, which may not 


have been recognized by us as actual crises at the time. 
There were several periods when the orchard industry 
might have been abandoned. That the industry survived 
is due to the indomitable spirit of men and women, most 
of whom are now dead. Covina might have been aban- 
doned as a community for many years had it not been for 
the driving enthusiasm of J. S. Phillips, who fought for 
the establishment of an irrigation water supply. The citrus 
orchards might have become dead wood if the United 
States department of agriculture had not succeeded in find- 
ing a method of eradication of the white scale, now almost 
unknown. The packing of citrus fruits would have been 
carried on at a fearful loss of good fruit had it not been 
that G. Harold Powell, a young federal investigator, dis- 
covered the cause of blue mold, which he proved was due 
to mechanical injury, thus inaugurating a new era of care- 
ful picking and handling. 


The Covina valley citrus area could never have expand- 


ed on the limited supply of gravity water from the canyon. 
It was an epic year when the local irrigating company de- 
cided to vote bonds for a big water-lifting plant at Bald- 
win Park, a policy which led the way to innumerable pri- 
vate ranch plants, and the assurance of an abundant water 
supply. Those who have come on the scene in the last 
twenty years do not know of the anxious times when great 
acreages were suffering, with dried-up foliage. Much of 
this insuKanqe. ._w3,s.-chje to. &z£2yxon-Ja.okaon deep-well 
pump company, pioneers in defep water lifting, followed 
by many other pump concerns. fThe invention of the cen- 
trifugal pump had much to do wifh the fact that this valley 
is more prosperous today than perhaps any similar agri- 
cultural area .thruout the nation. 


We came to a time when ranchers were finally convinc- 


ed that the groves must be heated during hours of low tem- 
peratures. Before that the orchards had suffered serious 
setbacks on numerous years, and were all but killed in the 
winter of 1913. This crisis, like that of water shortage, pest 
control, loss from bad handling, was met by ranchers who 
had courage and an unalterable belief in the success of the 
industry. We owe our condition today to them. 


Finally, and perhaps of greatest importance, the ranch- 


ers learned the bitter lesson of non-cooperating competi- 
tion in selling the fruit, just as the walnut industry profited 
by this lesson, and afterwards many other groups of tillers 
of the California soil. General Harrison G. Otis of "The 
Times" used to say that all of .the intelligent labor, expen- 
diture of money and anxiety that went into the publishing 
of his newspaper could be made to come to nothing thru 
the acts of a careless deliverer of the newspaper to a sub- 
scriber. In the same sense, all the struggles of the citrus 
and walnut raisers could come to naught without a cohe- 
sive selling organization. And this has been built upon a 
cooperative basis that is the envy of the world of agricul- 
tural marketing. 


These reflections are old stories to many of us, but 


might well be pondered by those who have come after the 
day of recurrent crises in the citrus and walnut industry. 
It is perhaps a rehearsal of tales that have many times 
been told, but I believe them to be pertinent and timely at 
this time when we are celebrating some of our good for- 
tune. Our beautiful valley did not just merely happen to be 
fruitful. It is what it is today because men and women 
struggled and fought obstacles as they met them, bequeath- 
ing a lovely and prosperous area to those who were to be- 
come the citizens of !;oday. 


fie depot with a thorough domestic 
water system. 
This company 
has 


laid during the past three months 
7666 feet of six inch main, 1467 feet 
of four inch mains, and 1140 feet of 
three inch mains.

METHODIST EPISCOPAL 


The first organization of the Meth- 


odist Episcopal church in the San 
Gabriel valley was in the spring of 
1877. 
The pastor, Rev. B. A. Wash- 


burn, resided in Pasadena and serv- 
ed this charge in circuit once a 
month. 


In 1879 it was attached to Pomona 


and served monthly by the pastor, 
Rev. 
J. D. Crum, until 1882. At that 


time the membership, always small, 
had dwindled thru removals and the 
attachment of its leading members 
to the Holiness movement then tak- 
ing shape, so that the charge was 
discontinued. 


September 23, 1884, Rev. B. F. Ed- 


wards was appointed to the charge 
and the organization was resumed. 
Four of the old members remained, 
and a few others joined. Service wis 
held twice a month in the Souv 
Methodist church on North Citrus 
avenue, then the only church in the 
valley, Mr. Edwards preaching at 
Vineland on the alternate Sundays.

Walnut Wages Good— 


The first trouble of its kind to occur in the 


main processing plant of the California Wal- 
nut Growers association manifested itself dur- 
ing the last week, when a few disgruntled 
workers attempted to start a strike. 


The trouble grew out of a misunderstand- 


ing, as some thought the new season nuts were 
to be graded and sorted, for which a higher 
wage is paid. T he association was, however, 
making a cleanup of last year's holdover crop, 
for which a lower amount is paid. On the 
new crop the women will earn an average of 
sixteen dollars a week, which is certainly good 
wages for unskilled labor in these times. 


The trouble serves only to draw attention 


to the fact that the walnut growers' process-

been that of fair wages. It is significant that 
the employees have been privileged to earn 
good wages all during this difficult depression. 


Going Up Slowly— 


Banks in the citrus and walnut areas report 


a much healthier condition of business than 
at this time last year. 


This, they say, is not so much due to busi- 


ness increase, although there has been some 
indication of greater activity, as of an adjust- 
ment that has slowly been in process for sev- 
eral years. Each individual has been spend- 
ing less in ways that were unprofitable. This 
has retired many debts without the incurring 
of new ones. This in turn has 'made bank 
credit better. In this fashion a sane borrow- 
ing capacity is being re-established. 


It is thru the re-establishment of credit that 


the business stalemate will finally be broken. 
Small, conservative loans are beginning to in- 
crease in numbers. The threat of further de- 
valuation of the currency has not been by 
any means dissipated, and this has an adverse 
influence on long-time instruments, but com- 
mercial, short-time loans are much easier than 
a year ago. 


The old truism that prosperity is an indi- 


vidual problem is coming to be recognized 
again. The Bible says that "the kingdom of 
God is within you," and by the same token 
a man's business success will ever rest with 
himself. 


Fool-Proof Highways— 


The eventual solution, and probably the 


only one, for traffic fatalities and injuries, is 
the widening of highways, designation of 
authorized travel space, under and over- 
passes, personally-regulated intersections in 
congested areas, and heavier penalties for vio- 
lations. 


Human beings cannot be scared by visits to 


the morgue ordered by the courts, nor by 
the thought of personal pain or death. Every 
accident always happens to the other fellow. 


Motor traffic is the greatest fool-killer de- 


vice ever invented. But the problem is not 
to punish fools, but to make traffic as near 
to fool-proof as possible.

Should football and baseball be defined in 


some good standard dictionary as "moronic 
neuroticism"? 


No, say we all. They are healthy sports,

But anyone would get the idea that the 


games were actuated by a condition of un- 
balanced mentality if all that we had to judge 
by were the ravings of the radio announcers. 
It's hard to decide just why radio interpre- 
ters believe they must act and sound like 
madmen. A little more restraint would add 
to the pleasure of these radio broadcasts. The 
sport doesn't need this amount of hysterical 
whipping up, and if any game has to have all 
this synthetic enthusiasm there is something 
wrong with the way it is being conducted. 
To Fight or to Starve— 


In this war for territorial conquest, Italy 


is historically right, and only morally wrong 
if we also indict all other nations that have 
acquired territory by force of arms. 


There is merit in Italy's cynical rejoinder 


to the pious League of Nations that because 
other great nations have acquired (grabbed) 
all the territory they need or can safely hold, 
they now want to change the rules, and pre- 
vent others from exercising the right of might. 


War is caused by economic pressures, and 


Italy is being greviously pressed. It is not 
right for her to seize territory from weaker- 
nations, but it has been the rule to do it until 
the League of Nations had this recent and 
suspicious change of heart. The obvious thing 
for a real league to do in the interests of peace- 
would to agree to cessions of territory by 
purchase and exchange, so that underprivileg- 
ed and pressed peoples might have a chance 
for the expansion they desperately need. War 
or poverty, whether individual or interna- 
tional, can never be eliminated or ameliorated 
by a policy of getting and pi-eventing others 
from getting the means of life. A man or a 
nation will fight, even though the fight seems 
utterly hopeless, when confronted by the al- 
ternative of starvation. 


For Highway Service and Safety 


Change and Decay— 


A young man whom we have known since 


one exciting night when the doctor arrived 
just in time to bring him into the world asked 
us a question last week, a question that comes 
frequently from youth: 


"Should I take a course in political econ- 


omy?" 


The answer is NO. He should read and 


study every book and treatise available on 
this subject and its manifold related subjects. 
But to take it up in a prescribed course in 
college today is a waste of time. 


One of the required university text-books, 


written by as much of an authority as is avail- 
able anywhere in the world, was issued as 
late as 1929, and now is so obsolete and ab- 
surd its use is comparable to the serious study 
of Adam Smith's "Wealth of Nations," written 
one hundred years ago, and which, by the 
way, 
is still solemnly handed to the student 


as a text-book in some colleges. 


World economics have changed in outward 


facets more rapidly in five years than light 
changes 011 a diamond. Not the fundamentals 
of economics, for they are found in the Golden 
Rule, but the shifting trade-lanes, more un- 
stable today than Mississippi sand-bars; the 
advance of chemistry in the uncovering of 
synthetics for basic commodities; the rapid 
obsolescence of the gasoline engine and the 
meteoric rise of the diesel; the growing self- 
sufficiency of all nations; the dethronement 
of gold as a monetary standard; the new and 
yet ageless ideal of social justice that is un- 
dermining the fallacious "business incentive" 
based on individual self-interest; the restless- 
ness of all populations under the yoke of fu- 
tility and frustration—all these are bearing 
down upon and encompassing the old ideas 
that have constituted the study of political 
economy, and the change is so rapid there are 
no teachers arid no authorities, only a few 
brilliant men and women who are working 
feverishly to report the changes. 


A world in flux can have no fixed philos- 


ophy. We are in that state of mind and action 
indicated by Artemus Ward, when he said: 
''Yes, rny boy, you can find out something new 
every day. And tomorrow you'll find out it 
ain't so." 


Any teacher of political economy who 


recommends a text-book should be looked 
upon with suspicion. Better far that he teach 
current events instead, and wait for economic 
adjustment.

profit, regardless of others, and can 
be operated on no other terms. So- 
cial Credit groups ask capitalism to 
cast its bread upon the waters by 
sharing the wealth produced by ma- 
chines and power. It may be true 
that what they sent out would re- 
turn an hundred-fold. But the fall- 
acy lies in asking capitalism to do 
this, when it is utterly foreign to 
and destructive of that system. If 
or when Social Credit becomes uni- 
versally practiced, capitalism will be 
dead and completely removed as a 
method of financing business. 


THRU TAXATION 


It is more probable to believe that 


the balance between producing and. 
consuming power in the future will 
be brought about by greater and 
greater volume of taxation, to be 
re-distributed thru the public works 
system. We can spend many bil- 
lions every year in improving the 
country for all of the people, and 
not exhaust the practical projects 
in a thousand years. This method of 
equalization is not popular now, but 
a few years of large-scale operation 
will probably justify it and make of 
it a permanent policv. 


After all, the fundamental fault 


of what we term capitalism is not 
in how much profit is made, but in 
the manner in which the profit is 
re-distributed. Captial has been in- 
creasingly hard put to find outlets 
for profit, which has resulted in the 
forcing of capital into duplicated 
ventures; into doubtful and danger- 
ous investments in foreign fields; in 
the manufacturing of useless things 
that call for high-pressure methods 
to dispose of; and even in promoting 
wars by which to destroy commodi- 
ties and absorb surpluses. If excess 
profits 
are taken in 
increasing 


amounts by the governments, state 
and national, and re-distributed to 
the people thru public works proj- 
ects, the money will remain in the 
country, will not compete with es- 
tablished business thru useless dup- 
lication, and will supply that uni- 
versal purchasing power without 
which industrial capitalism cannot 
be successful. 


And that is all that is essentially 


sought by the Social Credit group. 
The two systems, taxation to sup- 
port public works, and "machine 
dividends" declared under the So- 
cial Credit plan, seem to be distinc- 
tions without essential differences, 
except that we know how to levy 
taxes and have the machinery of 
government well understood with 
which to do it, and the Social Credit 
machinery, as proposed, is not un- 
derstood, is involved, burdened with

It is not capitalism that should be 


superseded in its entirety, but that 
portion of it that relates to the re- 
investment of the profits of capital- 
ism. Give a dog a bad name and 
there are many who demand it be 
killed. But bad dogs have often been 
disciplined and made into better 
dogs than dogs with no reputation 
at all, good or bad, 


NEW BUSINESS 


Hitherto, in all civilization's strug- 


gle to maintain balance, there has 
been but one definition and inter- 
pretation of the word "business." It 
has always meant the activity of 
making, raising and distributing of 
commodities. Whenever the people 
acted in behalf of all the people, it 
was not considered that they were 
busy, in the sense that business had 
come to mean. But modern develop- 
ment thru science and invention 
makes it no longer'necessary for all 
to be busy in furnishing commodi- 
ties. A new business, therefore, is 
inevitably 
taking 
form—that 
of 


manufacturing, fabricating and fash- 
ioning such commodities as can be 
owned and utilized by all of the 


people at one and the same _time in 
an undivided interest and in per- 
petuity. This new business is na- 
tional and not industrial. It is the 
business of building nation-long 
highways, harbors, flood control and 
water reserves, soil erosion preven- 
tives, unified rail and water trans- 
portation, airports, shipyards and 
munitions plants, reclamation and 
colonization areas, and many activi- 
ties not now visualized or coneeiv- 
sd. This is the new business of the 
future. Business that pertained sole- 
ly to the furnishing of food, cloth- 
ing, fuel, shelter and transportation, 
instead of being the end of en- 
deavor becomes merely the means 
to the end, which is to develop our 
national life more fully and more 
responsive to our real needs. Busi- 
ness of making commodities to im- 
mediately consume will expand and 
become more stable, but it will take 
.second place, as it should, in the 
importance 
of 
national 
activity. 


Commodity business will ever re- 
main the foundation; national busi- 
ness the structure built on the foun- 
dation.

The Social Credit party in the province of Alberta, Canada, 


has been swept into power, and the civilized world, struggling 
with an outworn financial system, has still another experiment 
to observe and evaluate. 


Social Credit theories are the pro- 


duct of a highly-sincere group in 
England, differentiated from other 
reform groups because of intellectual 
status. They do not purpose to sub- 
stitute something for the system of 
capitalism, but to use the capital- 
istic system in a better way for the 
distribution of wealth. Their plans 
are involved and technical under 
study, but briefly and practically 
they amount to a system whereby 
the profits of machines and power 
may be distributed as a "social divi- 
dend," instead of being distributed 
wholly, as now, to the stockholders 
and owners of any given concern or 
industry. In this "dividend" to all 
the people is recognized the fact that 
inanimate, non-eating and non-con- 
suming machines and power piling 
up wealth that would otherwise be 
distributed and consumed by human 
beings engaged in labor, the labor 
that is denied a great segment of the 


j people of all civilized, mechanized 
lands because machines and power 
have superceded human labor. 


There is no doubt but that this 


fact, and no other of consequent, is 
the cause of the world's dislocation 
in the distribution of wealth, that is 
to say, the distribution of commodi- 
ties—food, clothing, fuel, shelter and 
transportation, the five fundamen- 
tals. 


METHOD TAXATION 


In its most outstanding essential, 


Social Credit does not differ in ac- 
tual practice from our present meth- 
od of taking profits thru taxation, 
and distributing thru the dole and 
work relief projects. The present 
system, however, is 
cumbersome, 


fragmentary, unbalanced and con- 
ducive to constant irritation and re- 
sistance by taxpayers. 


It can be predicted that Alberta's 


experiment will amount to nothing 
more than a small training school in 
the Social Credit theory, and that 
the effort will fail, not perhaps be- 
cause it is unsound theory, but be- 
cause it cannot succeed where the 
capitalistic system surrounds it and 
permeates it. The Social Credit sys- 
tem is not in any manner compar- 
able to Communism or other isms, 
but it will probably come to noth- 
ing for the same reason that Com- 
munism in Russia has failed, namely 
that it must be worked along in con- 
junction with capitalism, and the 
two arc- incompatible. 
The mam 


reason why various socialistic efforts 
have failed, whether or not they 
have been spelled with a capital "S," 
is that they can only be practiced j 
piecemeal, on a very small scale,! 
while the old system dominates and! 
kills their growth. The question] 


here is not whether capitalism or 
socialism is the correct method. The 
problem presented is analagous to 
an attempt to grow oak trees be- 
neath mature pine trees, or vice 
versa. The mature trees must be cut 
down before another and different 
crop can be grown on the same 
ground. The Social Credit group, to 
apply this analogy, would thin out 
the capitalistic and mature growth 
gradually, allowing the new Social 
Credit growth enough sunlight to 
make a beginning. But as long as 
capitalism is allowed to flourish at 
all, it is the root system that pre- 
vents fertility for other growth, and 
making patches of sunlight for So- 
cial Credit, as in Alberta, will not 
suffice for success of that system. 
Many socialistic enterprises have 
demonstrated themselves to be prac- 
tical in theory but theoretical in 
practice. 


The fundamental failure of indus- 


trial capitalism in modern times is 
found in the fact that by the use of 
labor-saving machines and power it 
destroyed 
consumer 
power, 
and 


brought itself to a stalemate. The 
capitalistic system (which means all 
of us as long as it is continued, sub- 
mits with whatever grace possible to 
increased taxation in order to supply 
to some extent a returned consumer 
purchasing power, and this is the 
central idea of Social Credit, with 
the 
difference that 
they 
would 


evolve a system of returning pur- 
chasing power which would be all- 
embracing and permeative of the 
population. 


NOT COMPATIBLE 


But, no matter how eager capital 


might be to increase 
consumer 


power, it is probably a fallacy to 
expect the capitalistic system to 
adopt, except only after tremendous 
resistance, a method of wealth dis- 
tribution. 
The moment that the 


capitalistic system adopts such a 
method it ceases completely to be 
what it has been. It ceases alto- 
gether to be a system operated in 
the spirit of individualism, or self- 
interest. One may rightly say, as 
the Social Credit group says, that it 
is much to the self-interest of capi- 
talism to adopt a method that will 
build up consuming power, but right 
or wrong, capitalism is not based on 
that premise. Whether one may con- 
demn the capitalistic system or de- 
fend it, the fact remains that it can- 
not radically be changed from indi- 
vidualism to collectivism without 
destroying all that capitalism is in 
its operative essentials. Self-interest 
is not necessarily selfish interest, nor 
the desire to gain a desire actuated 
by greed. But it must operate for
